TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Landaff, in the County of Grafton, and the State of 
New Hampshire, qualified to vote on Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said LANDAFF on Tuesday, the 
8th day of March 1988, polls to be open from 4 p.m. to 9 p.m. and at 7:30 o'clock in the evening, 
to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges for 
the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $550.00 for the 
North Country Home Health Agency, Inc. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $427.80 for the 
White Mountain Mental Health Center. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $377.30 for the 
North Country Council. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $200.00 for 
support of the Community Action Program. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $430.00 to be 
paid to Ross Ambulance Service for an Ambulance Service Agreement. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 for the 
Lisbon Library. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35.1 for the purpose of Fire Department Heavy Equipment Fund and to 
deposit to this account on or before December 31 of each year the balance of the budgeted amount 
raised for the Fire Department. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $36,000.00 for a new truck and 
authorize the Selectmen to withdraw $20,000.00 from the Highway Equipment Fund and raise 
$16,000.00 for this purpose. 


ARTICLE 12. Shall the Town vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 80:58-86 for a real estate 
tax lien procedure? These statutes provide that tax sales to provide individuals for non payment 
of property taxes on real estate are replaced with a real estate tax lien procedure under which 
only a municipality or county where the property is located or the state may acquire a tax lien 
against land and buildings for unpaid taxes. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Conservation Commission under the 
provisions of RSA 36-A, and that the Selectmen shall appoint said commission to consist of 5 
members within 30 days of this Town Meeting and that the Selectmen shall also designate, for 
the purpose of calling the first commission meeting, a temporary chairman. (By petition) 


ARTICLE 14. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, accept and 
expend, without further action by the Town Meeting, money from the State, Federal, or other 
government unit or a private source which becomes available during the fiscal year subject to 
the provisions of RSA 31:95-b. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to form a capital reserve 
account for the building of a town garage and to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for 
this purpose. This amount to come from surplus on or before December 31. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town pursuant to RSA 674:5 will authorize the Planning Board to 
participate in the preparation, review and finalization of a program of capital improvement 
project to be used as an aid in future Town budgeting. (By Ballot) 

(Recommended by Planning Board) 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $930.00 for the 
preparation of a capital improvement program by the North Country Council. (By Ballot) 
(Recommended by Planning Board) 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will, contingent upon the passage of the companion article to 
this one calling for the funding of the North Country Council study for a capital improvements 
plan, adopt the Interim Growth Regulation proposed by the Planning Board limiting to six (6) 
the number of building permits to be issued in the town in 1988. 

(Recommended by Planning Board) 


ARTICLE 19. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1986 and June 1987, we experienced fewer fires than normal. The three leading 
causes of forest fires were again children, fires kindled without written permission of a Forest 
Fire Warden and debris burning. All causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. Contact your 
Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of State Forestry 
officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest tax law may be violated, 
call your Forest Fire Warden, or Concord Forest Protection Headquarters at (603) 271-2217. 


If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax payment starting April 1, 
1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all forest landowners. Contact 
your Board of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

In the past year some changes have been made. From now on all pistol permits, will have to be 
issued by the Police Chief. All permits issued in the past will be honored by this department, and 
a simple renewal will occur. 


However, all new applicants will have to fill out a form, and have the information that they 
supply checked out. Fingerprints and personal information, will be required on each individual 
applying for the permit. 


Unfortunately, we are no longer a so-called small town. We are definately growing, and along 
with growth, we will be encountering some problems. 


This past year many of the surrounding areas, including Landaff, were victims of burglaries. 
This town had four. In two of these breaks, firearms were taken. To date, with all of the 
assistance of different agencies these crimes have not been solved. 


As you will probably remember, I asked in the 1985 Town Report that anything suspicious be 
reported. This department has received five such related calls, and all five have resulted in an 
arrest. Of those five arrests, four subjects were found guilty of the complaints issued against 
them. One defaulted and a warrant for his arrest, remains in effect. 


This department cannot thank those that called enough. It is through co-operation and civic 
duty that those calls were made. 


I would like everyone to know, that it is this department’s policy, to answer every call. No 
matter how trivial or unimportant it seems to the caller, 24 hours a day. 


1987 also saw another change. Joel Huntley, who was a Special Officer for this town, had to 
resign. Due to relocation, Joel could no longer be an officer in the area. We wish him all the best 
and hope that he will be happy in his new venture. 


Fortunately, we have another person who is willing to fill the vacancy of Special Officer. 
Donna Ransmeier, has opted for the position, and has been appointed by the Selectmen. 


Donna, besides being a wife and mother, is also a Certified Part-Time Police Officer for the 
State of New Hampshire. She is also a State Police Auxiliary Officer and part-time State Police 
Dispatcher. Donna’s superiors in other agencies recommend her highly, and all the Line Officers 
state that her performance is commendable. 


Donna and I will be working together more and more as time goes on. I sincerely hope that 
everyone will have a chance to meet and talk to her, in the next year.

PLANNING BOARD 


Like 1986, 1987 has been a very busy year for the Planning Board. More lots have been 
subdivided in the last couple of years than in the previous 8 years combined. More building 
permits were issued for new homes this year than ever before. The Planning Board also reviewed 
a proposal for the first road to be built under the requirements of our subdivision regulations. 


Landaff, like many North Country towns, is experiencing growth that was unpredicted just a 
few years ago. Growth can be a very positive thing, but it can also put a real strain on town 
services including the highway department, fire department, school, solid waste disposal, ete. It 
can also cause great fluctuation in tax rates. Added to this, of course, is the issue of the “set off” 
and the impact this may have on the Blue School. 


In order to give the town the time to plan a future course of action and the necessary tools, the 
Planning Board has proposed 8 related proposals to be voted on this year. One, a ballot vote, isa 
one-year temporary growth control ordinance that would limit the number of home building 
permits to 6 in 1988 - the same number as this year. This will protect the town in 1988 from 
getting overwhelmed with 20 or so new homes, which could exceed the capacity of town services, 
like the Blue School. 


The other two articles have to do with developing a 6-year capital improvements program for 
the town. The study would involve determining what town capital expenditures might be needed 
in the next few years (road equipment, garage, school, bridges, etc.), how we would pay for them 
and what would be the impact on our taxes. The plan will be done by the North Country Council 
who will work with all town officials in its preparation. It is strictly a plan, a study, and does not 
commit the town to anything. 


The other benefit of the capital improvement program is to put the planning board in a better 
position when requiring developers to pay their fair share of say, road improvements 
necessitated by their development. 


If these articles pass we should be in a much better position a year from now to deal with any 
future growth that comes our way.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


It is indeed a pleasure to provide my first annual report as 
superintendent for White Mountains School Administrative Unit #35 serving 
the school districts of Bethlehem, Lafayette, Landaff, Lisbon, Profile, 
and Littleton. Since arriving in July 1987, I have been extremely pleased 
with the overall quality of instructional programs and services offered by 
our schools. Our communities are fortunate to have so many dedicated, 
energetic, and innovative teachers and administrators to guide our youth 
in their educational growth and development. 


During 1987 and 1988, many exciting opportunities and changes have 
occurred within our schools. Efforts have continued to improve instruc- 
tional strategies, as well as provide a variety of educational 

experiences relative to technological innovations, enrichment programming, 
and expanded co-curricular activities. Curriculum review continues as an 
ongoing process in the districts and at the SAU level. Our focus on 
refining areas of mathematics, language arts, creative writing, computer 
literacy, and reading remains essential to our future direction. In 
addition, a strong emphasis has been placed on redefining our procedures 
and implementation strategies for improving our special education programs 
and insuring appropriate compliance with state standards. 


Our school districts have all adopted policies and procedures which serve 
as guides for addressing AIDS and its influence upon our society. 

Thorough staff development training with professional and support person- 
nel has been implemented through a collective effort by our SAU committee 
and state and local health agencies. We continue to introduce appropriate 
AIDS education materials within our schools and plan for eventual 
curriculum guides available for elementary and secondary programs. 
Community informational meetings and programs have been planned to further 
enhance our communication with the public. 


Tremendous outreach to our communities has been generated through the 
development and implementation of chartered PTA units in Littleton, Lis- 
bon, and Landaff. Each is affiliated with the state and national PTA, and 
is providing a long overdue vehicle for community involvement in the 
education of our children. A joint parent support group for the communi- 
ties of Bethlehem, Lafayette, and Profile is also about to become a 
reality. I am very proud of our involved citizens, teachers, and 
principals who have worked diligently to create this opportunity in our 
schools. 


A strong effort has been made through the SAU and districts to prepare a 
consistent philosophy, objectives, and rationale for providing 
gifted/enrichment programming for all students in the 1988 school year. 
Approaches may vary, but the intent will remain constant. A $15,000 grant 
has been submitted to the state to assist us with this endeavor. It is a 
tribute to our boards that support has been generated for these efforts. 
More and more of our teaching staff have become interested (and trained) 
to provide individualized instruction, creative group activities, or 
enrichment opportunities which extend beyond the classroom walls. We are 
approaching new horizons which will continue to expand our efforts to 
broaden the thinking of children. 
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A concerted effort is being made at the SAU level to develop appropriate 
plans to bring our districts into compliance with federal regulations 
related to ESL students and their educational opportunities. Our 
districts have experienced the increased enrollment of non or limited 
English speaking youngsters. Our responsibility requires that we plan for 
appropriate instruction and integration into our classrooms. We have 
established a plan to provide compliance over the next 30 months. It is 
important to have the public understand that we now have students repre- 
senting six different cultures and languages attending our schools. We 
will make every effort to provide them the equal accessibility and 
opportunity that we offer for any other student in our schools. 


Policies have been adopted during 1987-88 by our school boards to address 
federal statutes requiring procedures for insuring compliance with non 
sexual bias under Title VI. A sexual harassment policy has been created 
outlining procedures for staff and student conduct in our schools and 
organizations. This is a credit to our boards, and the leadership they 
have taken in the North Country to lead the way in this area. 


A $5,565 grant for the first year has been received by the SAU to 
implement student assistance programs in our schools for additional help 
with students seeking support for their problems from home or individually 
in the areas of drug and alcohol abuse. Under these federal funds (Drug 
Free Schools Act) we anticipate being able to reach out and provide 
increased efforts to families and students who desire to find help. These 
funds will hopefully be increased for each of the two additional years of 
our grant. 


We feel that project SAP (Student Assistance Programs) will benefit all of 
our schools and communities in fighting this nation's number one problem. 


The SAU has recently been selected by the New Hampshire Arts Council to 
receive funding under its Rural Arts Grant. This grant provides tremendous 
financial support for three districts (Littleton, Landaff, and Lisbon) in 
the establishment of school/community arts councils: and the selection of 
touring artists to work within the community and schools for up to five 
days. Supporting funds have been received from local community sources to 
provide the additional matching funds. The effort to again establish the 
opportunity for professional artists and performers to be in our midst is 
very exciting. The rural arts program is funded for two years, but our 
ultimate outcome will be to provide educational and cultural experiences 
for all citizens, pre-school to seniors. Once again the opportunity to 
expand the school's role to one of community agent is paramount in our 
thinking. 


Expanded funding under the Governor's Initiative for Excellence in 
Education has been received by the grants awarded Littleton for Laser Disk 
Technology ($34,000) and the Computers for Teachers Grant ($42,000) 
awarded the Profile School District. These opportunities further enhance 
our existing programs at the elementary schools funded under the 1986 
Computers for Teachers grant. However an ongoing Appleworks training 
course has been instituted during the 87-88 school year to provide in- 
creased staff development within the SAU for up to forty-five professional 
and support staff. 
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As we continue these tremendous improvements and opportunities in our 
districts’ programs, it is not enough to realize the many efforts of our 
fine instructional personnel. Without their dedication and hard work, our 
children could not grow and mature with such a positive approach to life 
and learning. We have experienced a reduced turnover in staff over pre- 
vious years. We-still experience difficulties in attracting specific 
skill area teachers. Some of those consistently being reviewed are music 
(both vocal and instrumental), industrial arts, business, special educa- 
tion, and secondary math and science. As we continue to upgrade salaries 
and target exemplary programs, our needs should be met. 


All six of our districts are experiencing increased growth patterns and 
rapidly climbing enrollments. Several of our districts saw numbers 
increase by forty or fifty students between the close of school in June 
and the beginning of school in September. It has become a priority within 
each district to prepare accordingly for future space needs, as well as 
requirements which are mandated in the New Hampshire State Minimum Stan- 
dards. Committees are already functioning which have established time 
lines necessary for meeting well conceived plans for growth. We must be 
supportive of these efforts in order to “act on" not "react to" projected 
school space and program needs. 


I have been pleased with the planning being done by boards to address by 
1990 our elementary standards. We have a long history of appropriately 
supporting our schools. I encourage each community citizen to become 
informed of these needs, requirements, and priorities. We have a tremen- 
dous responsibility to give our young people the needed skills and programs 
to prepare them for our rapidly changing society and world. Please become 
involved by offering your support for these planning committees of your 
time by sharing your own experience and knowledge. 


We recently celebrated the first anniversary of the tragic Challenger 
accident in January, 1986. Our state has been making tremendous efforts 
to provide additional funds to our communities through the Foundation Aid 
formula. It has also continued to support innovative ideas for commemo- 
rating the memory of Christa McAuliffe through the state planetarium and 
scholarships for teachers and students. We encourage you to spend quality 
time in your schools to see exactly what has been patiently and creatively 
provided for your children. We must remain firm in our position and belief 
that it is our "joy to teach our children". We exist for that specific 
purpose.
